Not Permitted to Dance. 


ENTERTAINMENT FOR CHARITY. 


THE SOCIETY HELD THAT THE AP- 
PEARANCE OF THE CHILD 
WAS AGAINST THE LAW. 


HER PARENTS ARE INCENSED. 


The Father Declares That the Society 
Is a Good Institution, but Does 
Not Always Exercise 

' Horse Sense. 


NEW YORK, Dec. $0.—Madeline. “the 9- 
year-old daughter of Thomas A. Edison, the 
inventor, was to have appeared in a charity 
performance at Carnegie Lyceum, but the 
Gerry Society officers interfered. They in- 
formed the managers of the entertainment 
that Miss Edison would not be allowed to 
appear, so her part was taken by an older 
girl. 

The second part of the performance con- 
sisted of a performance of “The Pied Piper 
of Hamlin,’’ in which parts were taken: by 
more than 10 children. Chorus songs and 
elaborate tableaux made up the greater part 
of the performance. Mr. Edison’s daughter 
was to have appeared in what was really 
little more than a walking part, only a few 
dancing steps being intermingled. 

The Gerry Society agents heard that Ht- 
tle Miss Edison was to perform a dance and 
word was sent to Carl Marwig, the dancing 
master, who was in charge of the affair, 
that she would not be allowed to appear. He 
called on the Gerry Society officers and ex- 
plained of them that the affiar was to be 
nothing more than a children's performance, 
for the benefit of charity, but the Gerry 
agents persisted in their refusal to allow 
Miss Edison to appear. In addition, they in- 
structed Marwig not to permit Miss Flezin, 
@ 14-year-old girl, to appear in a gavoite. 

The managers of the entertainment were 
incensed, when they learned of the action of 
the Gerry agents, as they had taken special 

tain Mr. Edison’s consent to the 
appearance of his daughter in the tableaux. 
t the rooms of the Gerry Society the 
only explanation of the action vouchsafed 
Was that the proposed dancing of Edison's 
daughter was clearly contrary to law. 

Mr. Edison took the matter good-na- 
turedly. He said: ‘‘My opinion is that the 
Gerry Society probably is a good and neces- 
sary institution, but its agents do not al- 
ways use horse sense, as it appears in this 


case.”’ 


Mrs. Edison said: “Gerry's action was 
wholly uncalled for. If there were the 
slightest idea that there could be any- 
thing demoralizing I certainly should not 
have let my daughter come in the first 
place. Her dance is simply a parlor dance.”

The Famous Strong Man Finally Falls 
a Victim to Consumption.

NEW: YORK, Dec. 30.—Daniel L. Dowd, 
whose system of physical culture made him 
famous, is dead of consumption. 

Five minutes before Dowd died he caught 
a friend’s hand in his hand, such was his 
strength, squeezed it until the visitor almost 
cried out with pain. Dowd’s career is a 
remarkable example of the results which 
may be attained by the exercise of will 
power. He willed to be a strong man— 
stronger than any other, and he went at it 
persistently and painstakingly and became 
the champion weight-lifter, with a record of 
1,600 pounds. , 

Seven years ago, after a severe attack of 
the grip, the hereditary taint of consump- 
tion showed itself. He fought hard, but 
mild insanity came over him. First it was 
a craving for ice-cream. Late at night he 
wouid compel his wife to go to a restau- 
rant with him and there he would sit while 
the waiters brought plate after plate of 
cream which he devoured. 

Another fancy was to chew gum and he 
spent $100 on it in a few months. But the 
strangest symptom of his mental weakness 
was shown in the theory he held for sev- 
eral years that all] the nutrition in food 
was taken up by the humanesystem in the 
act of swallowing. 

Once in the stomach the food was better 
somewhere else, he thought. So he got a 
stomach ge - and as soon as he.had eaten 
heartil e used the pump. As many as 
ten full course dinners have been eaten and 
thus disposed of in one days 
Last anuary he went to Europe in 
search of health and he returned in Sep- 
tember, having lived in Germany and Italy. 
But he got no better.

FENDISH CRUELTY 


PET DOG SATURATED WITH KERO- 
SENE AND A MATCH AP- 
PLIED TO HIS COAT. 


POLICE SEARCH FOR FIENDS. 


Persons Who Perpeirated the Outrage 
May Receive Severe Punish- 
ment From thg Courts, 


There is a newly made grave in the rear 
of the big brick residence at 3554 Lindell 
boulevard. 

Under the little mound lies the charred 
body of a pet dog thet was put to death 
in an‘extremely brutal manner. 

Persons whose identity is not yet known 
to the police, saturated the dog with kero- 
sene and applied a match to his shaggy 
coat. 

Tho dog belong to W. I. Smith, who lives 
at the number mentioned on Lindel] boule- 
vard, 

The fiendish demonstration of cruelty oc- 
curred Tuesday night. : 

“Teddy,” for that was the dog’s name, 
was 1% years old. He was a puppy when 
Mr. Smith became his master, and he was 


trained so carefully that he exhibited rare 
intelligence. His tricks were the talk of the 
neighborhood. ‘‘Teddy’’ was too small in 
size to be vicious, even had he been so dis- 
posed. And those who are mourning Ted- 
dy’s death declare that he was gentle ex- 
cept whén dealing with rascals. 

‘The fiendish work must have been done 
near our place,”’ said Mr. Smith, ‘‘because 
‘Teddy’ was away from home but a short 
time when he came back, howling piteously 
and writhing in pain. One glance showed 
that he had been bathed in kerosine. The 
fire had burned off every particle of the 
poor dog’s hair and his flesh was literally 
cooked. Death relieved his suffering in a 
few minutes. He dashed about violently 
and fell dead. 

“In the scramble incident to the outrage 
one of the dog’s legs was broken. Such 
cruelty shall not go unpunished, I propose 
to find out the identity of the fiends and 
then I-will prosecute.” 

Mr. Smith is emphatic in his denuncia- 
tion of the perpetrators of the outrage. He 
loved his dog and there was something 
much like the funeral of a human in ‘‘Ted- 
dy’s’’ burial. 


MARRIED FIFTY-FIVE YEARS. 


And Now Mrs. Newberry Sues Her 
Husband fcr Divorce.

KEOKUK, Io., Dec. 30.—Eliza A. New- 
berry of Montrose, aged 73, has sued Abras« 
ham 8B. Newberry, aged 80, for separate 
maintenance, on the ground of adultery. 
They have lived in Lee County nearly sixty 
years and were marred fifty-five years ago 
—Jan. 1, 1843. They had three children—Rosa, 
who died at 20:‘years old; Orson, aged 60 
years, and Charles, aged 40 years. Plaintiff 
allages that Newberry committed adultery 
and harbored disreputable women on the 
family farm ,in Des Moines Township, de- 
spite her objections. She says this under- 
mined her health, so that her life would 
have been endangered, had she continued to 
live with him. She left him, and she claims 
he gave her inadequate support, allowing 
the home to be sold for taxes. She says he 
is worth $40,000 and owns 1,000 acres of land. 
She asks for $ a month temporary al- 
imony, $75 permanent alimony and $6500 for 
attorney’s fees and expenses. 


FATAL BLOW OF THE FIST. 


A Brutal West Virginian Killed His

Senator Cullon intimated that he might 
have to lead the oppogition to the confirma- 
tion of Paxson if the President insisted on 
his course, as the orly way for him to re- 
tain the support of ofganized labor in his 


senatorial race next yéar. -

Later in the day the President told one 
of his callers that he had reluctantly given 
up his intention to nominate the Pennsyl- 
vania jurist.

LENGTH OF THE EADS BRIDGE. 


Terminal Association Figures It at 
13 Miles When Tearing Off Coupons. 


An effort is being made to induce the ‘Ter- 


Pthe world. 


minal Association to shorten the Eads 
bridge. 


The wridge is a mile in length, measured 
by e tape line, and thirteen miles in length 
on the tariff sheets of the Terminal com- 
pany. On paper it is the largest bridge in 


When ia passenger crossing the bridge 
presents a mileage book the bridge con- 
ductor tears out tickets covering a thir- 
teen-mile ride, as the Terminal company’s 
Share of the haul. 

Local representatives of the Eastern lines 
consider the toll excessive and are pre- 
paring to ask the Terminal company to 
reduce it. A meeting of local passenger 
agents to consider the matter will be held 
Friday in the office of C. S. Crane of the 
Wabash. 

The railroad men have not decided what 
concession they will ask, but their demand 
will apply only to cases where a mileage 
ook is presented in payment of fare across 
the bridge. 

The Western Passenger Association is- 
sues interchangeable mileage books, good 
for 1,000 miles. A purchaser desiring to go 
to New York presents his book to a ticket 
agent, who tears out 960 miles and gives 
him a through ticket, The ticket does not 
include the bridge toll. The bridge company 
figures that it should get 25 cents from each 
passenger across the bridge. The inter- 
changeable tickets are based on a rate of 
2 cents a mile. The bridge company takes 
out thirteen one mile tickets. thus getting 
26 cents a passenger on this class of traffic. 

he company recently issued a cireular, 
Stating that the rates now in effect would 
remain in force during 1898. Chief Clerk 
Clark, representing General Manager Eb. P. 
Bryan of the Terminal Company, said Fri- 

y- 

‘The Terminal Association contemplates 
no change in its bridge rates. We think our 
tolls reasonable and will continue to charge 
on a basis of thriteen miles when mileage 
tickets are used across the bridge.’’ 

The entire terminal system of tracks from 
Union Station to the Relay Depot, in East 
St. Louis, including the bridge, is less than 
three miles long.

No Hope of the Streets Being 
Cleaned. 


THE OLD CRY, “NO MONEY.” 


STREET DEPARTMENT ADMITS 
THAT IT IS NOT EQUAL TO 
THE EMERGENCY. 


DAMAGE SUITS MAY RESULT. 


No Attempt Made to Enforce the Law 
Requiring the Sidewalks to Be 
Cleaned, and the Gutters 

Are Choked Up. 


St. Lowvis is stu@k in the mud and is going 
to stay stuck until the beating rains of 
spring wash the mud and slush from the 
streets into the river. 

Two weeks of snow and ice on layers of 
mud and debris have put the streets and 
sidewalks in the worst plight they have 
been in since the city advanced from muda 
roads to granite, asphalt and brick pave- 
ments. The slight effort by the Street De- 
partment to relieve the situation on the 
down town streets is barely noticeable, and 
no effort at all has been made west of 
Eleventh street. Twelfth street is a sea of 
mud and rotten ice. Even the crossings are 
almost ankle deep in ice and slush. 

The Street.Department admits that it 1s 
not equal to the situation, 

Assistant Street Commissioner Wurz- 
burger said Thursday: “We are doing all 
we can to clean the. down town streets. 
We don’t intend to clean the outlying 
streets either north, south or in the est 
End. It never has been done, and it would 
take a half million dollars to do it at 
such a time as this. This was no ordi- 
nary snow. It was a sleet and it has caked 
on the earth. 

“Since the snow and ice fell we have had 
sixty wagons—all we've got—and 140 men 
hauling snow, and we have dumped in the 
river 10,000 loads. That is all we could do 
and we can only keep at it with the limited 


means at hand.’’ m 
It is the same unchanged cry: No 
money,”. with the Street Department, and 
it calmniy replies to all complaints with 
those two words. 

The people who cleared their sidewalks 
from ice shoveled it into the gutter, piling 
it on what had already filled it to the curb, 
When the ice began to melt every gutter 
was choked with f' »m ten to twenty inches 
of mud and ice. 

There is scarcely a sewer entrance open 
in the down-town district, where the Street 
Department claims to have exerted its great 
energies. 

Instead of keeping the gutters clear s0 
that, when the melting weather did come, 
the slush could run off, the unintelligent 
policy was adopted of letting ice removed 
from sidewalks be piled in the gutters. 

It is estimated that at the rate the de- 
partment. has worked in down-town 
district that if the ice remaWmed unmelted 
it would not be carted away in several 
months, 

The declaration of the Assistant Commis- 
sioner means that the West End need ex- 
pect no relief. The condit‘ons out there are 
almost intolerable for men, to say nothing 
of women and children, It has been eseug- 
gested that the people out there learn to 
walk on stilts. an 

As announced. when the snow and ice first 
fell, Commissioner Milner said the depart- 
ment had nothing to do with cleaning the 
sidewalks. He claims that Sec. 374 of Art. 9, 
Revised Ordinances, makes it compulsory 
on property owners to keep the sidewalks 
clear of ice and snow. No effort has been 
made to enforce this ordinance, 

Persons who have been injured by falling 
on the slippery sidewalks have grounds for 
damage suite against the city, Mr. Milner 
thinks, because the ordinance has not been 
enforced. 

While the taxpayers are bedraggled with 
slush and mud, they can at least have the 
pleasure of knowing that the Street Com- 
missioner, his assistant, the President of 
the Roard of Public Improvements and four 
members of the Assembly will escape it 
for weeks to come. They are going to 
make a junket that will cost $2,000, to find 
out how six of the principal cities in the 
East keep clean streets.

“ig merely to establish a bullion warehouse 
in St. Louis. Beyond that, it is of no conse- 
quence.” 

“T don’t see,” said President George A. 
Raker of the Continental National Bank, 
‘how the bullion of the Government would 
be any safer here tham in Washington, Dur- 
ing our late war, -when Grant was fighting 
his w.y to the Gulf, this city was not a 
particular place of refuge, if lI remember 
rightly. 

“Still, IT am in favor of making St. Louis 
the national depository of bullion. This 
city would then be looked upon as the 
stronghold of the Federal Treasury. <A 
building would have to be constructed, per- 
haps, in which to store the silver and gold, 
just as was done in Washington when they 
were coining silver at the rate of four to 
five million dollars a week. It would throw 
into St. Louis a large number of Govern- 
ment employes, and make this the head- 
quarters of important financial officers. 

“In these particulars I see a number of 
directions in which the movement would be 
advantageous to the city. But I apprehend 
it would have mo special bearing upon the 
city’s own resources and capacity for trans- 
acting the business of this section.’’ 

It will be remembered that when the 
‘Jate war was about to be precipitated Isaac 
‘H. Sturgeon was sub-treasurer of the 
‘United States at St. Louls. There was 
then a large amount of bullion on deposit 
here, and he appealed to the Federal Gov- 
ernment for troops to protect it. They 
‘were promptly furnished, and thereafter 
‘it was held to be safe. 

Recently the Government has decided to 
raise the rank of Jefferson Barracks to an 
‘Importance requiring a large body of sol- 
die to be located here. This effectively 
igetties the possibility of danger from in- 
'dernal irruption, and renders more forcible 
the arguments presented by Congressman 
McCulloch in favor of the safety of St. 
Louis as the depository for all the surplus 
bullion of the Government now in the 

vaults in New York and Washington.

JUDGES ADJOURNED, 


JUDGE GREEN RE-ELECTED PRES. 
IDENT AND JUDGE BARCLAY 
AGAIN MADE SECRETARY. 


HIRZEL’S PAPER ON JURIES. 


Barclay Will Shortly Make Public His 
Decision on His Rumored 
Resignation. 


The Circuit Judges of the State met again 
Thursday in conference at the Court-house 
to discuss subjects they consider amenable 
to correction and revision by the State 
Legislature when it meets. 

A large number of suggestions were made 
and discussed in a semi-formal manner for 
the purpose of arriving at general conciu- 
sions as to what matters will be taken up. 
No formal report was drawn up, for the 
reason that the Legislature will not meet 


until 1899 and other matters may arise be- 
fore that time which would make it neces- 
Sary to revise the report at next year’s 
meeting. 

A general summary of the main points 
was collated and wilh be kept by Judge 
Barclay, as secretary, until the meeting 
next year. In the interval any suggestions 
that may occur to the judges are to be sub- 
mitted by letter. 

Judge Green was re-elected president and 
Judge Barclay secretary. Their re-elections 
were unanimous. 

The fact that Judge Barclay has accepted 
re-election as a member of the conference 
cannot be taken as a positive indication of 
his intentions regarding his_ resignation 
from the Supreme bench. The question was 
not alluded to in any way whatever at the 
meeting. 

Judge Barclay is still non-committal on the 
subject and says he will very shortly make 
pub.ic his determination as to whether he 
will resign. So far he has declined to say 
anything that can be construed into either 
an affirmance or denial of the rumors, 

The paper of Judge Rudolph Hirzel upon 
the subject of jur.es and jury laws has 
brought out much favorable comment from 
the judges who have heard it. The jury 
question is of great interest to lawyers just 
now, as the laws upon it are undergoing a 
gradual transformation. 

Among some of the things Judge Hirzel 
said was: “To be a juror should be a place 
of honor to which every citizen should as- 
pire, and a jury should always enjoy the 
highest esteem of the people at large. 

“A man who reads no books and no pa- 
pers at all, and takes no interest whalso- 
ever in the outside world, cannot be con- 
sidered, measured by to-day’s standard, to 
possess sufficient intelligence to render a 
far, reasonable and just decision on the 
guilt or innocence of his neighbor or on the 
business or property controversies between 
man and man, 

“The law evidently contemplates that men 
of different ages should be represented on 
each panel of jurors. This is well. The 
wisdom and ripe experience of age, with 
its slow del berations, should be inter- 
spersed with the quick perceptibility and 
impuleiveness of youth and blended with 
the sagacity, thoughtfulness and temper of 
middle age. 

“Jury service should not only be consid- 
ered an honor, but should also be treated 
as a great fountain of tiv'c education, es- 
pecially for young citizens.”’ 

On the subject of selection of juries for 
county courts. Judge Hirzel says it depends 
too much upon the care, attention and good 
will of the county court. 

‘“‘Without considering the question at th's 
time whether the special jury law is benefi- 
cial or not, it is obvious that the eelection 
of jurors by the sheriff, under our statute, 
is a very dangerous prerogative.”’ 

Toward the conclus'on of his paper Judge 
Hirzel says: “‘Make the jury list a lst of 
honor of each county.”

VIRDEN, Ill, Dec, 3®.—The coal miners 
and operators of the Chicago & Alton dis- 
trict, composed of the mines at Auburn, 
Chatham, Carlinville, Nilwood, Girard, 
Green Ridge, Virden and Pawnee, met here 
in joint conference to adjust for the next 
year all differences between employer and 
employe. 

The following resolutions, passed at Gi- 
rard last week, were read and granted: That 
blacksmithing be lowered to 1-6c r ton; 
that a uniform price be paid day laborers 
throughout the district; that the miners be 
given the privilege of laying off from work 
a half day each pay day; that the operaiors 
of the district recognize the union as the ar- 
biter of differences between the men and 
the operators; that the yee of powder be 
reduced from $2.25 to $1.75 a cask; that the 
price of oil be reduced from the present rate 
to 580 cents. 

Every point in arbitration, except the 
powder, was agreed to. Some minor conces- 
sions were asked for, but it was agreed that 
they should be left open until the national 
meeting to be held at Chicago, Jan. 17.

The plain- 
tiff has always treated his wife kindly, and 
discharged all obligations of the marriage, 
which “was unfortunate in this, that it was 
an act of generosity on his part, procured 
by misrepresentations, and under mistake 
as to the antecedents and history of the de- 
fendant, and that at the solemnization there. 
of the defendant promised that plaintiff 
should be put to no expense in caring for 
the relatives of the defendant, as his means 
did not permit him to do so, and that certain 
associations of the defendant should 
abandoned.’”’ 

The tition further submits that the 
plaintiff ‘says he has learned that the mo- 
tive of the defendant in the marriage was 
simply a pecuniary one,'which she acknowl- 
edged; that with the exception of a very 
short interval after the marriage, the de- 
fendant has habitually absented herself from 
her home and neglected ber duties there, 
and has been in the habit of meetin persons 
unknown to the plaintiff, on business un- 
known tothe plaintiff from day to day, and 
of giving orders to the coachman not to ad- 
vise the plaintiff thereof and of receiving 
letters from sundry pom the contents 
and, where possible, the existence of which, 
she concealed from the plaintiff.’’

BUNCO MAN JOHN REED, 


Much Mystery Surrounds His Opera- 
tions in the Eastern States,

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 30.—The mystery 
Surrounding John Reed, alias John Green- 
halge, who is accused of buncoing farmers 
in various parts of the United States, 
deepens as the days pass. He was released 
yesterday in East Cambridge, putting up 


$7,000 as bail for his appocrante to answer 
a sharge of swindling Charlies Sweetzer of 
Lowell. He was then arrested again and 
taken to Framingham, where he put up 
$2,500 to secure his release, Again he was 
arrested and taken to Brockton, where he 
ut up $7,000 for bail. Reed was under 

2,500 cash bail to appear at Gardiner to 
Stand trial on a similar charge, but he 
epee: to appear, and his bond was for- 
e . 

Reed’s counsel at Gardiner sald that he 
did not believe that Reed would again 
bother the Massachusetts courts. This is 
taken to mean that he has left the State, 
and will forfeit all the cash he has put 
up as bail. 

It is suggested that there is a regular 
Syndicate back of him, which is willing to 
pus up any amount of money rather than 
ave their operations exposed. It is be- 
lieved that many have been taken in by 
Reed and others working in conjunction 
with him, but that they have not chosen 
to risk the ridicule of their neighbors by 
making the fact public. Taken altogether, 
it is one of the strangest cases ever heard 
in the Massachusetts courts. 

A bunco man, believed to be Reed, has 
been operating very successfully in Ver-

Disgusted with the life she was living, 
and aware that she had made herself an 
outcast, Mamie Vernon had recourse Thurfs- 
day morning to the drug which so many

lived for a time in Elco,.a village a few 
miles north of Cairo, Ill. Her father was 
the village physician. When she was 10 
years old her parentse moved to Wichita 
Kan. There, at the age of 16, she married 
Jefferson Langen, a young man with good 
pesegeese For a while their home was 
1appy and a baby bd@y came to brighten it. 
Then her husband began to remain away 
nights and things went from bad to worse. 
She was compelied to earn her own living, 
and her husband’s mother took the child. 

The unhappy girl was clever with her 
needle and she found profitable employment 
as a milliner. Her husband's visits to her 


place ployment when he was intoxi- 
cated c her to lose her place, she 
says. She obtained another situation, but 


he followed her and demanded the money 
she worked hard for. She lost position 
after position on his account and when she 
‘felt that she could -no longer keep up the 
Struggle she took the step that in a short 
while drove her to seek relief in death. 

She had never been in a big city. She 
thought in the rounds of gayety and pleas- 
ure she could drown her sorrow. She would 
take no time to think. She saw the folly 
of her choice the first day. But she felt 
it was too late to recede. She had made 
her bed and she would iie on it. Wednes- 
day night the humiliation was more than 
she could bear. She bought 20 cents’ worth 
of morphine and swallowed it. 
it did not kill her.
